This year the college is 
also proud that one of its gradu- 
ates, gained recognition in the 
wider field of education when 
Baxter Geeting was chosen for the 
National Department of Education 
in Washington, D. C. Manfred 
Mueller, honor man of the class 
of 1931, this year secured his 
Doctor’s degree in chemistry, and 
is teaching in San Francisco Junior 
college. Carl Hagge, another honor 
student, is professor of language 
in the University of California at 
Los Angeles.

Receiving money 
clubs and organizations of the 
community, the junior college 
Student Loan Fund has helped 26 
young people this year to continue 
their educations. 

This report was released today 
by Mrs. Violet Bartholemew, sec- 
retary to Director D. K. Hammond. 
A total of $2115 has been loaned 
this year as compared to $2015 in 
1936. 


Loans are made in amounts up 
to $300, payable two years after 
graduation, after which time a 
4 per cent interest is charged. 
Under the management of a com- 
mittee of trustees from members 
of the faculty, the fund now has 
made loans totalling $13,900. 


First loans were made under the 
fund in 1921 when one student 
was aided. Repayment of former 
loans and yearly contributions by 
college and other benefits keep 
the fund revolving, and _ should, 
make it self-sustaining in a few 
years, it was pointed out,
